Origi­ 
nally ho had been scheduled to come 
bo the Pennsylvania station but the 
secret service had

advised 
through the American Legion that an 
attack might be made against the 
marshal and 
it was decided that no 
chances would be taken and he was 
shifted through Braddock, a suburb. 
Only the official reception committee 
and other high city officials knew of 
the secret change in the routing ot 
the marshall’s party and these were 
the only ones to welcome him 
at 
Braddock. Thousands waited in yam at 
the Pennsylvania station for a glimpse 
of the great warrior. 
According to confidential infor­ 
mation received by 
the 
Interna­ 
tional News Service, an attack had 
been hatched here against the great 
Frenchman. 
The details are not 
clear but the impression prevails 
that attem pt 
to assassinate 
him 
was the aim.

Foch of France .arrived in Pittsburgh, 
shortly after 9 o’clock today. Origi­ 
nally he had been scheduled to come 
to the Pennsylvania station but the 
secret service had 
been 
advised 
through the American Legion that an 
attack might be made against the 
m arshal and 
it was decided th at no 
chances would be taken and he was 
shifted through Braddock, a 
suburb. 
Only the official reception committee 
and other high city officials knew of 
the secret change in the routing of 
the m arshall’s p arty and these were 
the only ones to welcome him 
at 
Braddock. Thousands w aited in yam at 
the Pennsylvania .station for a glimpse 
of the great w arrior. 
. . 
According to confidential infor­ 
m ation received by 
the 
Interna­ 
tional News Service, an attack had 
been hatched here against the great 
Frenchm an. 
The details are not 
clear but the im pression prevails 
th at attem pt 
to assassinate 
him 
was the aim . 
T hat the U. S. secret service was 
cognizant of this w as evidenced by 
the fact when Foch passed through 
Pittsburgh on his way to Kansas 
City a great crowd had assembled 
a t the Pennsylvania station to greet 
him but as his train was about to 
arrive 
that 
m orning 
the 
secret 
service agents in charge in P itts­ 
burgh would perm it no one to go 
near the m arshal’s car. 
Even the 
Fr?nch consul In Pittsburgh, who 
is one of Am erica’s 
m ost 
distin­ 
guished physicians and 
scientists, 
was also barred. 
No explanation 
was made then or since of this ac­ 
tion. 
Today it became known th at an 
anonymous tip said to have bees 
sent by a Frenchm an here, went to 
the legion authorities th a t an a t­ 
tack might be made. The details of 
this supposed plot have not been 
revealed. 
At any rate plans were 
changed secretly for tho m arshal’s 
entry to this city and up to his a r­ 
rival today but half a dozen people 
w ere aware
